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A WORD OF INTRODUCTION. 


The Cleveland Loan Exhibition of 1S94 was suggested 
at a meeting of the Citizens’ Relief Association, as a means 
of providing relief for the unemployed of the city who 
were suffering from the depression that affected the entire 
country. After a few preliminary meetings, the Loan As- 
sociation was organized by the election of Prof Charles 
F. Olnev as President, and under his able direction the 
enterprise soon assumed a tangible form. Mrs. Nettie 
Leslie was appointed by the society to prepare a cata- 
logue, this little work being the result of her labors. 

In its preparation, her aim was to stimulate interest 
in Art, and to assist those desiring to take advantage of 
the great opportunities which the Art Exhibit offers for 
study. It presents data concerning the artists whose 
works are exhibited, which, though necessarily brief, are 
extremely valuable in affording a clue to the origin of the 
special characteristics shown in the technique of their 
works, thus often aiding one better to understand and ap- 
preciate them. 

Ever} r lover of the beautiful fully understands that 
the study of Art educates, elevates and refines ; not that 
one should have a practical, but a theoretical knowledge 
of Art, for when one studies a landscape upon canvas lie 
will afterwards study Nature more. 

It Is hoped that this little guide may find apprecia- 
tion, not only for present use, but as a book of reference 
in the future. 


The price of admission was fixed at 50 cents for sin- 
gle tickets ; $5.00 for a season ticket, good for one person ; 
$10.00 for a season ticket for two persons. The good 
people of Cleveland entered heartily into the work, com- 
ing forward with alacrity and freely offering the use of 

their rare treasures of Art. The use of the large hall in

the Hickox Block was tendered to the Association free. 
Though it contains works of inestimable value, they really 
represent but a small fraction of the treasures owned by 
the Art loving people of Cleveland. It will be seen in 
the pages of this catalogue that among the pieces shown 
are Teniers, Leonardo de Vinci, Paul Veronese, Rembrandt, 
Lhermitte, Cazin, Dupre, Israels, Erskine Nichols, Diaz, 
Gerome, Detaille, Corot, Bouguereau, Daubigny, Rousseau, 
Knaus, Troyon, Fromentin, Munkacsv and other great mas- 
ters. There are also statuary, vases, fans, bric-a-brac, 
Japanese work, jewels and the magnificent educational 
exhibition of our public schools, which attracted so much 
attention at the World’s Fair. 

The committee is under special obligations to Gov- 
ernor Russell A. Alger, of Detroit, and Mr. John D. Rocke- 
feller, of New York. The first for loaning his grand paint- 
ing, “The Last Hours of Mozart,” and other works; and 
to the second for leading his “ Disputed Boundary,” and 
for other favors.

Claude Lorraine . 1600-1682* 



Claude Gelee was called from his birthplace Claude 
Lorraine. He made sketches of his paintings and col- 
lected them in a book entitled “ Liber Veritatis,** now 
in the possession of the Duke of Devonshire* A sketch 
of this painting is said to be among the collection* 
Probably no one has ever excelled him in landscape. 


2, Halt of Cavaliers * Philip Wouvermans. 1619-1668* 

Wouvennans was a celebrated painter of the Dutch 
School — a pupil of his father, but soon outstripping 
him— painting with great industry and rapidity* He 
is estimated to have painted eight hundred pictures in a 
comparatively short life. He almost always introduced 
a white horse for effect, and his horses are well drawn 
and full of animation* 
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3. An Allegorical Study , Paul Veronese , 

An Italian painter, born about 1530; died 1588. He 
studied in Verona and Rome and became one of the 
greatest masters of the Venetian School. He was dis- 
tinguished for the freedom and boldness of his designs, 
the brilliant coloring of his costumes and accessories, 
and his wonderful facility. The grandest of his cele- 
brated festive meetings is “The Marriage in Cana” in 
the Louvre. The three pictures representing u St 
Sebastian- s Death, ” in Venice, rank highest among his 
religious works, and u Venice Crowned by Fame,” on 
the ceiling of the great council hall, is renowned among 
his allegorical pieces. 


4. Adoration of Shepherds , Albrecht Barer . 1471-1528. 

Durer was the head of the Franconian School and the 
representative of German art of this period. He was 
born and lived in Nuremberg. 

5. Heredias. Attributed to Leonardo de Vinci * 1452-1509. 

This picture can be traced back to 1S10, when Mons. 
Lamy, of Berne, sent it from Switzerland to Paris, to 
the famous restorer, 1 Hacqirin, who transferred it from a 
worm-eaten and warped panel of wood to canvas, leav- 
ing his signature of transfer on the back of the picture 
dating 1810. It became the property of Count Bentref 
Stemau, of Mariahalelen, a villa on the shores of the 
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Lake of Zurich. At his death, his collection was sold, 
numbering among its treasures the Belle Jardiniere of 
Raphael, now in the South Kensington Museum, and 
the “ Herodias,” which remained in Paris many years, 
visited by many lovers of art in Europe as well as critics 
and experts. 

Any one interested in the history of the painting and 
the catalogue of the Mariahalelen sale (now almost 
dropping to pieces with age) will be shown the docu- 
ments upon application to the custodian. They can be 
seen in case No. 3, belonging to Mrs. Holden.

He learned his art of and followed his 
father, David Teniers, the elder, in adopting subjects 
from peasant life, but far surpassed him in his execution.

Gina Capponi Gallery in Florence , on a remarkably 
carved frame of the time .

The painter- s name was Jacopo Robust i, but he was 
sumamed “ i! Tintoretto ” (the dyer) from his father’s 
trade. Of the Venetian School, he studied in the School 
of Titian and followed that master in his coloring. 
Owing to his use of a dark canvas his colors darkened 
prematurely.

W. M. Rosetti, of London, speaking of the picture in 
the Athenaeum, of June 5th, 1869, says : t( I say by 

Leonardo de Vinci because the picture is not only at- 
tributed to that super-eminent master, but is believed 
to be really his by sound judges, not too ready to accept 
as gold everything that glitters. This is, at any rate, a 
choice and beautiful work, characterized by those quali- 
ties which distinguish acknowledged Leonardos.” 


ro. Virgin and Child. By Bernardino Limit. 1508-1578, 

Luini was chief of the followers of Leonardo, and 
while retaining many of the characteristics of his great 
master, had his own individuality of coloring and execu- 
tion. 
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Mons. Rio, author of the life of Leonardo, after care- 
ful examination of the picture with acknowledged Leon- 
ardos, declared his belief in its authenticity. 

Cav. Prof. Miglerini, of the Gallery of the Uffizi, 
states that “ the drawing of the Infant is well known.” 

Baron Gariod, of the Turin Gallery ; Baron Liphant, 
an eminent German authority, and Holman Hunt, all 
testify to the intrinsic Leonardo characteristics of the 
painting. 

This is supposed to be one of the two small Madonnas 
which Leonardo alludes to in his letter to the Gov. of 
Milanas “begun and finished up to a certain point.” 
Nothing was ever known of the fate of these pictures. 

The painting is upon wood, the panel cut out by 
hand, and with every evidence of great age. It is 
treated in the same manner as Leonardo’s “ Virgin of 
the Rocks.” The left-hand window picture is the only 
known picture of the old castle of Verona, and a photo- 
graph was asked for by architects engaged in rebuilding 
the castle.

Rembrandt van Ryn was the greatest painter of the 
Dutch School of the seventeenth century, remarkable 
for his portraits, of which there are many examples in 
galleries and private collections. 
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14. Marriage of St, Catharine . Paul Veronese, 1500-1588. 

Paolo Cagliari, of Verona, called Paul Veronese, was 
a distinguished painter of the Venetian School, who at- 
tained a peculiar softness of coloring, spoken of as a 
“ silver sheen.” 

15. Madonna della Fontano, , 

This painting has been cherished as a Raphael during 
the present century, and has many characteristic evi- 
dences of the manner of the great painter.

16. One of Rubens' studies for his famous picture at Ant- 
werp , or a copy by his pupil, Van Dyck, 

Its history is unbroken from the time when it was in 
position as an altar piece in the castle of one of the 
Dukes of Anhalt to the present time. 

As a testimonial of regard and esteem for the physi- 
cian who recovered his son from a severe illness, the 
duke removed it from its position as an altar piece in 
his castle, and presented it to Dr. Kohlraush. At his 
death it was catalogued for sale in a pamphlet, published 
in Leipzig, August, 1843, of his “ collection of rare and 
valuable articles.” It was withdrawn from public sale, 
and allowed as part of a child’s portion, through whom 
it came to this country, and it has been for the past 
thirty-eight years in possession of Peter Neff.

David Teniers, called the elder, a Flemish painter, 
born hi Antwerp in 1582 ; died in 1649* was e ^ u " 
cated in the school of Rubens, spent ten years 111 Rome, 
and excelled as a colorist in painting popular haunts 
and amusements and grotesque subjects, such as “The 
Temptation of St. Anthony.”

18. Beware of the Cup . David Teniers , the Younger , 

Born at Zwolle, 1610; died 1685. Pupil of liis father, 
Brouwer and Rubens. He early displayed a genius 
superior to his father’s. He produced over 1,000 works, 
some of stupendous size. Among those best known are 
"The Village Wedding ” and “The Prodigal Son,” in 
the Louvre, and “A Music Party” and “The Misers,” 
in the National Gallery of London.

19. The Binding of Christ, Murillo . 

Bartolomeo Esteban Murillo, born at Pilas, near 
Seville, December, 1617, and christened January 1, 
1618, He took his first studies under his relative, Don 
Juan del Castillo, whom he left to go to Madrid to enter 
the school of Velasquez. He copied Titian, Rubens, 
Ribera and Van Dyck, cultivating color till lie reached a 
clear, tender and harmonious feeling, in which the truth 
of Titian and the sweetness of Van Dyck were combined 
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with an altogether original style* His return to Seville 
in 1645 was the commencement of his reputation* His 
spirit is thoroughly national, and his Virgins, saints, 
Saviors, warriors and beggars are alike— Spanish to the 
finger-tips* Spain is rich in his works, which are, how- 
ever, rare in foreign lands* I11 1681, while painting an 
altar piece in the Capuchin Church at Cadiz, he fell 
from the scaffolding, and died from the accident on 
April 3, 1682, at Seville*

A German painter and engraver, born in Nuremberg, 
1471 ; died 1528* In 1526 were produced his two 
pictures containing life-size figures of the apostles 
John and Peter, and Mark and Paul, which are his 
grandest works, supposed to have been inspired by his 
interest in the Reformation* He was one of the most 
remarkable men of an age of great artists*

22* St, Anthony and the Charity Child * Alonso Cano * 

Alonzo Cano, born at Granada, March 19, 1609, and 
studied painting under Francisco Pacheco, the father-in- 
law of Velasquez, Juan del Castillo and Herrera, and 
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sculpture under Juan Martinez Montanez, in Seville. 
Cano, upon going to Madrid, found favor with the Due 
d’Olivarez, through whose influence he was made master 
of the royal galleries, painter to the king, and otherwise 
honored. He executed many admirable works for the 
churches and convents of Seville and Madrid, and from 
his correct and forcible drawing became known as the 
Michael Angelo of Spain. He was a fine colorist and 
fond of introducing architectural detail into his works. 
He died in Granada, on October 3, 1667.

23. The Kiss of Judas . Van Dyck . 

“The Kiss of Judas,” (painted on copper.) The 
figure of the Savior occupies the center of the composi- 
tion. Judas is kissing Him, and the band of captors 
press forward to seize and bind him. In the foreground 
Peter is seen, smiting with his sword the servant of the 
High Priest, whom he has thrown upon the ground. 
The scene is characterized by great movement, and the 
types of the various actors in it are strikingly individual- 
ized. The gloom of the night is illuminated by torches, 
and the coloring is full of richness and power. This 
picture was formerly in the collection of the Marquis of 
Salamanca. 

vSir Anthony Van Dyck, a Flemish painter, born 
in Antwerp in 1599; died in 1641. Noted for his 
portraits, many of which are owned in England, promi- 
nent specimens being his portraits of Charles I.

Learned drawing from the engraver, 
Bartolomeus Dolendo ; apprenticed to the glass painter 
Kouwenhoven, and in 1628 entered the studio of Rem- 
brandt, where he remained three years. He was especi- 
ally fond of candle light effects, and some of the best 
of his works are in this style.

This great work represents the master rehearsing a 
score of his celebrated composition, “■ The Requiem,” 
with a few of his friends. It was his last rehearsal, as 
he died that same night. This likeness of the immortal 
composer was painted from the original portrait and the 
“death mask,” That of his wife is also from an original 
portrait, and both are known to bear a perfect resem- 
blance to the originals. 

The following d esc rip tion, written by Munkacsy, was 
sent to Gen, Alger : 

The man sitting at the harpsichord is Russmayer, a 
friend and pupil of Mozart, the same who terminated 
the “ Requiem,” which rvas left unfinished at Mozart’s 
death. Standing behind him are three singers, mem- 
bers of the Imperial Vienna Opera House. The one on 
the left in a suit of lilac silk is Hofer, singing the part 
of tenor. Next to him, taking the part of bass, is Girl, 
clad in a black habit. The third singer, in the back- 
ground, singing the soprano voice, is Benedict Shack, 
brother-in-law of Hofer, The gentleman leaning over 
the harpsichord represents Roser, Mozart’s pupil and 
best friend. In the background are seen two other 
friends, Van Swicken and Schikaneder, and also the 
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doctor who attended Mozart during his illness. The 
lady on the right is Mrs. Mozart, and the boy next to 
her, Mozart’s eldest son, Charles. The harpsichord 
represents Mozart’s own, which he used when he was 
composing. It was painted from the original, which 
now is in the Mozart Museum, at Salzburg, Austria. 

Munkacsy was born at Munkacs, Hungary, 1846. 
Real name, Michael Lieb. Genre and history painter. 
He first studied under a portrait painter at Gyula. He 
became a pupil of Vienna Academy, and then in Munich, 
of Franz Adam, under whose guidance he made rapid 
progress and won three first prizes. Medals in Paris, 
1870 and 1874.
